“BOMB SUPPLIES” | 


Midnight Raiders Discover a 
Mine“ of Dynamite in 
Thicket West of 
Elmhurst. 


BERRY PICKER IS GUIDE, 


Man Who Seeks Fruit Stumbles 


on 150 Pounds of Explosive, 
with Fuses, Then In- 
forms Police. 


Detectives from the office of Acting As- 
sistant Chief of Police Lavin, accompanied 
by a reporter for Tus Trisuns, found a 
mine“ of dynamite in a thicket three miles 
west of Eimhurst at 1 o’clock this morning. 

The confiscated explosive consisted of 


nearly five boxes of dynamite and a quantity | 


of fuses. The amount of dynamite was esti- 
mated by Detective T. J. Sheehan at 150 
pounds. The box marks were those of the 
Aetna Powder company. 

The raid was the result of information fur- 
nished by a resident of the district who 
chanced upon the caché earlier in the day, 
and who hastened to Chicago with whe indor- 
mation. 

Acting Chief Lavin received the clew late 
in the evening. The raiding party left, the 
city In an automobile at 11 o'clock. 


Dynamiters’ Supply Source. 

While the seizure took place at an hour 
making it impossible to make any inquiries 
for a possibly legitimate owner of the dyna- 
mite, the police view did not lay stress upon 
that chance. 

The amount of the stuff and the evidences 
of hiding fell in with Acting Chief 
Lavin's theory that there existed some- 
where About Chicago a supply source of the 
bomb throwers. 

This particular locality, moreover, was 
searched, it was believed thoroughly, by the 
police several days ago. 

The top layers of the dynamite, when the 
police arrived, was wet from the rain—a 
condition which makes it most dangerous to 
handie—and caused the decision of the police 
not to attempt to remove it before daylight. 
Everything’ about the place indicated that 
some one had delved to the bottom of the 
boxes recently and taken out part of the dry 
explosive, The fuses were in a separate box. 
The boxes were duly labeled “ Dangerous 
and High Explosives,” and all were found 
in closé proximity in a clump of elderberry 
bushes, 

The bushes were not far from Terrill’s 
abandoned stone quarry, but the theory that 
the 
when the quarry work ceased 


on the discovery that the quarry had been : 


closed for several years. 


Broken Branch Incites Curiosity. 

A big pool of clear water now stands in 
the workings, and it was this pool that led 
the man who fqund the dynamite to his dis- 
covery. His name was withheld last night 
on his plea that the notoriety would cost him 
trouble. He went to the pool to swim. 

Passing the bushes he noticed a branch 
freshly broken at one end, and following the 
bent of his curiosity he entered, stumbling 
the next moment over the boxes. 

There were several other indications that 
the place had been visited lately. One was 
that a brown paper wrapper from one of 
the sticks was fully exposed to the elements 
but retained its circular form as though it 
had been starched. 

The dew itself would have been sufficient 
for the cone to collapse, but in addition to 
this there wag a heavy rain early Sunday 
morning, and the paper was untouched by 
water. It is believed the paper was dropped 
just an hour or two before the mine was 
discovered. 


Seeks Berries; Finds Explosives. 

The man, who was one of a crowd, first 
noticed the broken branch when he started 
toward the bushes for the purpose of pick- 
ing berries. 

„„ was taking a dip in the pond with 
perhaps twenty-five others—men and boys 
he said, “and after I had donned my clothes 
I decided that my wife would be pleased to 
have some of those elderberries. As soon as 
I started to pick them I discovered the piece 
of brown paper ahd I became e and 
parted the bushes. 

„When I saw the dynamite the cold chilis 
passed over me, and immediately it dawned 
upon me that I had made an important dis- 
covery. 8 

„There was the unsoiled paper on the 
ground, the newly bruised bushes, the new- 
ly tramped eoil, and everything else to show 
that some one had been there just a short 
time before me. 

„I watched the other bathers closely to 
see if any of them went near the bushes. I 
remained until darkness and none went near. 
I don't believe any of them suspected that I 
was observing the place. I made careful in- 
vestigation and learned positively that no 
dynamite had been shot off in those quarries 
for more than two years, and then I con- 
clude@ that the Chicago police seeking the 
bomb ‘throwers would be interested and J 
started for Chicago.“ 

It was the fact that several suspects have 
been known to visit the locality which caused 
Acting Assistant Chief Lavin several days 
ago to order his men beat the brush there, 
which they did unsuccessfully. 

The sticks of dynamite are about nine 
inches long, one and one-half inches thick, 
and the majority of the fuses were of about 
the same length, while some were longer.

The serious faced 
animal grew and prospered under the care of 
the physician and his family. While it was 
friendly with Mrs. Leech and Miss Anna, 
the only daughter, Monk,“ as it was called. 
gave most of its affection to the physician. 

When Dr. Leech finally was taken III. 
„Monk ” took up ite post at the sitk bed and 
refused to leave. On the day the physician 
died it is declared by members of the fam- 
ily the animal whimpered like a child. At 
the funeral Monk was permitted to look 
for the last time on the face of its dead mas. 
ter. With shrill, almost human cries, it 
clung to the casket and strong hands were 
necessary to pull it away. 

Refuses to Be Comforted. 

All efforts to comfort and console Monk 
were useless. The night following the fu-; 
neral the cries of the monkey were heard by 


several neighbors in the block. 


When several days had passed and the 
monkey had not eaten, Mrs. Leech and her 
daughter realised that the little animal was 
slowly taking its life. They called several 
friends of the family, but none of them could 
induce *‘ Monk to take nourishment. They 
even attempted to force food down its throat, 
but it was much like the saying that you 
can lead a horse to water, but you can’t make 
him drink.” 

“Doctor always used to come home at 4 
o'clock in the afternoon, said Mrs. Leech, 
“and ‘Monk’ was always at the front win- 
dow watching for him. It seemed asif the 
little fellow could tell time the same ae a hu- 
man being. The last thing Monk did 
was to crawl feebly to the front room and 
take ite old position before the window. It 
died there, and if I ever saw a look of intelli- 
gence it was in that little monkey's eyes 
as it gazed longingly out of the window. 


Had to Remove Master’s Picture. 

“ After the doctor’s death we had to re- 
move all of his pictures from the rooms be- 
cause of ‘Monk.’ Whenever it would see a 
photograph it would seize it in its arms and 
cry and sob like a little child. When we went 
to take it away Monk would fight dgsper- 
ately for its possession. 

„Whether any one believes it or not, we 
know and our friends know ‘Monk’ com- 
mitted suicide because the love in its animal 
heart was so great that it could not bear to 
live without its master. It seemed to knqw 
Dr. Leech was going to die for several days 
before my husband’s death. It would climb 
up on the bed and hold ite ear down to the 
doctor’s mouth to listen for the breathing.” 

„Monk attributes tn life were a loving 
and affectionate disposition and a passion 
for bathing. It insisted on having a bath 
every morning, and H any one forgot it the 
pet would go down to the basement of the

CYCLE BURSTS; 11 DIE,40 HURT 


Juggernaut Hisses Through a 
Crowd on Wings of Death. 


PEOPLE FIGHT LIKE BEASTS. 


Daring Race in Berlin. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

BERLIN, July 18.—At least eleven persons 
were killed, between thirty and forty seri- 
ously injured, and others hurt when a motor- 
cycle exploded during a race at the Old 
Botanic Gardens today. Hospital physicians 
say several of the injured are in a hopeless 
condition. 

Three bodies are so charred that their sex 
cannot be determined. The exact number 
of the injured cannot be learned, as many of 
those hurt were taken to their homes. More |: 
than thirty were removed to hospitals. 

The bicycle, which was the pace maker, 
after the blowup instantly, became al in 
flames. It plunged like a streak of light- 
ning into a mass of closely packed onlookers, 
jumping the barrier that separated the track 
and the crowd with the apeed of a comet. 


Woman Becomes Pillar of Flame. 

The accident happened so quickly that 
none, not even the rider of the machine, 
was aware of it until wholesale injury had 
been done. A woman Was the first victim. 
She was hit by the hissing rocket as it leaped 
through the air, knocked down, and her 
dress set afire. She arose, a pillar of flame, 
and, half demented, fought fiercely through 
the throng, igniting the gowns of other 
women as she struggled among them, 
shrieking with pain. 

The accident came during the second event 
in which weil known cyclists, including Stell- 
brink, Comtenet, 
peting. It was Ryser's machine that biew 
up. After a few laps had been ridden a 
tire of his bicycle burst and Ryser lost con- 
trol. The bengine exploded immediately and 
in a second the cycle was ablaze. 


Hurtling Torch Fires Grand Stand. 

Ryser was hurled from the machine into 
his competitors and , he and several of them 
were injured, while his mount took the fence. 
So terrific was its speed that it crashed on 
through the crowd beside the track and into 
the stand, where another throng was seated. 

Spectators were pitched right and left as 
the cycle sped on its wings of death. Two 
women were killed at once and their bodies, 
saturated with the flaming benzine, were 
burned to cinders.

Williams remained pinned in his seat unt 
lifted out. He was delirious as a physician 
bent over him, and muttered that some one 
had collided with him in the air.

Curtiss Makes Splendid Flight. 

Curtiss then took the machine and made a 
good flight back to the starting point, cut- 
ting several sharp turns and ascending at 
one time for more than a hundred feet, then 
shooting swiftly downward until he was only 
thirty feet above the earth. 

The witnesses of this birdlike drop, among 
them A. M. Herring, himself an aeroplanist 
of note, say that it was extremely spec- 
tacular. 

Williams then took his seat in the machine, 
and with parting words of caution to keep 
it close to the ground, started away. He 
had previously matched coins with Willard 
to decide who should make the first flight. 
During this he evinced such nervousness that 
a member of the party remarked that per- 
haps he hag better not attempt to ascend. 
For some reason, however, little attention 
was paid to the incident. 


Fails to Manipulate Rudder. 

The aeroplane glided ewiftly over the 
ground on its light running wheels, then | 
soared gracefully upward. Williams made 
no effort to manipulate the rudder to keep 
the craft from rising. Consequentiy it began 
shooting upward turning at the same time 
toward the right like a ship unsteered. When 
it had attained a height of about thirty feet 
the dip to the right dangerous and 
the aeroplane, reeling, beganh its fall. 

The descent was not rapid, but the impact 
wes, sufficient to shatter a number of ribs, 
breaking both the left and right wing tips 
and the front control. When it roned over 
the engine continued to work and the pro- 
peller was shattered as it struck the ground. 
A week’s work at least will be required te 
patch up the flyer.

New Tork, July 18.—[{Special.}—Hishop 
Charles D. Willams at St. Batholomew’s 
church made a strong appeal today for the 
extension of the church's niinistrations to 
the outcasts, and severely criticised the 
teachings of a bible class leader, whom many 
presem identified with John D. Rockefeller 
Jr. 

“A scion of wealth,“ said the bishop, 
recently used the figure of the pruning of 
a rose bush. The gardener, he pointed out, 
cut off all but the hardiest buds, that the 
flowers might be perfect, and he said it was 
right to apply this idea to human ations. 
That doctrine was advanced, not in board 
meeting, but before a bible class. 


This Rose Smacks of Petroleum. 

A rose by any other name will smell as 
sweet, but the odor of that rose to me smacks 
strongly of crude pgteroleum. 1 wonder if 
that young man ever read the bible he pro- 
fesses to teach.“ 

To drive home the necessity of taking care 
of human waste, the bishop cited the oil in- 
dustry. 

In industrial concerns like soap facto- 
ries and oi] refineries,’’ he said, the profit 
is in taking care of the by-products. Nature 
allows no waste, and we cannot, if we would, 
follow Christ's philosophy. If Christ came 
again today. might he not have to go out from 
out churches as he did from the synagogues 
and leave them to their chosen clientele 
while he went to the slums? 

“ The present church, like the ancient syna- 
gogue, is lapsing into the work of minister- 
ing spiritual luxury to the morally fit. Of 
course it is a good thing to keep the core of 
society clean, but would Christ, if he were 
here, confine his ministry to this clase? 


Some Christians Like Mummies. 

„One type of Christians today preserves 
its Christian character as the ancient Egyp-- 
tions preserved the body, by embalming it. 
They are like the mummies—not much good 
to any one. The other type is the real Christ 
type and does not hold itself above personal

TITLE CLEAR: IN FRANCE. 


Bourbon Had More Rights to 


Kingship than Many Seck- 
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ers of Royalty. 
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[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 


ROME, July 18.—Don Carlos of Bourbon, | 


the pretender to the Spanish throne, died 
today at Varese ,in Lombardy. He had been 


in for a long time, and the latest reports in- 


dicated that he was suffering from apoplexy 
with the accompanying paralysis. 4 
Carlos pretensions to the Spanish throne 
were ~pased on the ground that Isabelle, 
daugh of Ferdinand VII., who was Don 
Carlos’ grand uncle, and Christina, mother 


of Alfonso XIL.,,.owing.to the Salic law, were 


debarred from succession, 
arms in 1872, and reigned as Charles VIII. 
over the greater part of northern Spain until 
1876, when, being surrounded by the forces 


As the undisputed senior male heir of the 
house of Bourbon. he had a distinct right to 
the throne of France in the event of the 
restoration of the monarchy. He frequently 
was invited by French royalists to put for- 
ward his claim, but he always abstained 
from doing so. His heir is his son, Don Jaime, 
who is an officer in the Russian army. 


GENTLEMAN TO THE END. 

Don Carlos Maria de Los Dolores—select- 
ing only a few of his dozen names—prince of 
Bourbon and duke of Madrid, familiarly 
known as plain Don Carlos, was one of the 
few pretendens to European thrones who 
remained picturesque and a thorough gentle- 
man to the end of his lifetime. He had 
broader claims to titles and estates than 
most of his brethren out of a king’s job and 
made more of fn attempt to assert them than 
any of the others. Of late years Don Carlos 
had pretty well given up the pretender busi- 
ness, however, and was content to give Al- 
fonso a comparatively peaceful time as king 
of Spain. 

In 1872 Don Carlos tried his hand at the 
throne of Spain by force of arms. After 
four years of guerrilla war in the north of 
Spain the head of the Spanish Bourbons gave 
up the struggle, yet maintained his right 
to kingship, and from that day to his death 
he made no other attempt in person to push 
his rights through war. 


Direct Line from Charles V. 

Don Carlos was born at Laibach, capital 
of the Austro-Hungarian province of Car- 
niolas, March 30, 1848. He was the eldest 
son of Prince Jean de Bourbon and Marie- | 
Beatrice, archduchess of Austria and prin- 


cess of Modena. The title to the kingship } 


descended to the young prince through the 
first branch of the royal house of Bourbon- 
Anjou. He was in direct line from Charles 
V., who claimed the throne of Spain under 
right of primogeniture in 1833, as against 
the claims of Isabelle, who reigned. This 
Charles and his descendants had been sol- 
emnly stripped of their titles by royal decree 
in 1834, a decree which was ratified by the 
Spanish cortes later. All claims the Span- 
ish Bourbons had to the throne of France 
hed been taken away by the treaty . of 
Utrecht, following the war of succession. 

The pretender was educated in Austria 
and Margaret de Bourbon, princess of Parma 
and sister of Comte de Chambord, was se- 
lected as a proper wife for him. In October, 
1868, Prince Jean, father of Don Carlos, ab- 
dicated in favor of his son. In the following 
year the prince, having reached his majority, 
tried, with the help of a portion of the 
clergy, to profit by the vacancy then existing 
in the royal Spanish incumbency and fan 
into life the lingering sentiments of the old 
Carlists, fighters in earlier rebellions, in fa- 
vor of the Bourbons. 


First Attempts Quickly Crushed. 

The first sporadic uprisings in Don Carlos’ 
favor speedily were crushed by the troops 
of the reigning family. 

The rising young pretender had made 
France the base of his operations in the 
plotting business until upon complaint of 
Spain Napoleon III. had him transported to 
the Swiss boundary and dropped over. That 
was in 1870. Carlos was undaunted. He had 
a winning personality and considerable per- 
sonal magnetigm—the kind to draw fire to 
the hearts of the old Oarlists. He got up a 
high sounding rallying cry—‘‘ God, country, 
the king,“ and he published a solemn pro- 
test that year against the election of the 
duke of Aosta to the throne of Spain. 

Action followed swiftly upon words. In 
April, 1872, the Carlist army, which swore 
to put the Bourbon pretender back on the 
throne of his fathers, sprank out of the 
provinces north of Spain, Navarre, Aragon 
and Catalonia. Phince Don Alfonso, a 
brother of the pretender, headed the army 
in person. Don Carlos, who remained in 
the French Pyrenees until he saw how the 
at my was going, himself took the lead in 
July, 1873. 


Nearly Had Throne Often. 

Spain was in stormy times when Don Car- 
los came over the border. A republic was 
being tried, but was short lived; Alfonso 
XII., who took the throne at the fall of the 
republic, was not a masterful king; the army 
was disorganized and the people torn be 
tween varying political ideas. There was 
bitter fighting between the Carlists and 
regular troops. Don Carlos had his hands 
almost on the throne more than once before 
his final defeat at arms at Estella in Febru- 
ary, 1876. 

Overwhelmed then, and with his forces 
scattered, Don Carlos barely managed to 
cross the border to France, evading capture. 
The volatile Frenchmen, who had disposed 
of their re and were then trying out the 
third republic, received him with enthusi- 
asm. In a manifesto to the Spanish people 
and his own faded army Carlos set forth 
with great emphasis the fact that he had 
guarded intact all of hie rights; that his 

remained furled until that time when 
God should fix the final hour for the redemp- 
tion of Catholic and monarchica) Spain.“ 


End of Militant Carlos. 

That was the end of militant Don Carlos. 
In 1881 he was expelled from France for sup- 
porting the claim of the comte de Chambord 
to the Bourbon throne of France. The ban 
later was removed and the years of his 
ol age he spent Hving quietly in various 
cities of Europe. Though occasional mur- 
murs of more Carlist trouble have sounded 
from time to time, Don Carlos has remained a 
passive figure. :

Dispensaries, Hospitals, and Sanita- 


riums Asked to Assist Welfare Com- 
mittee—Death Rate Shows Decrease. 


All dispensaries, hospitals, nurseries. aud 
children’s sanitariums have been asked, ac- 
cording to the weekly health bulletin, to co- 
operate in the campaign of the infants’ wel- 
fare committee of the city of Chécage te 
protect the lives of children. 

The United Charities association will main- 
tain at the various active centers a force 
of from eight to ten nurses who will make 
a personal investigation of the conditions 
obtaining in the neighborhood where the 
death rate from diarrheal diseases among 
infants was high during the months of July, 
August, and September of last year. They 
will report daily through their respective 
centers to the main office of the association. 

The nurses from the Tuberculosis institute 
during their daily work will take cognizance 
of any cases of the same kind and will report 
these to the United Charities association. 

Physicians from the heakh department also 
will ald the work. Daily reports will be 
made to the health departmem and aii cases 
will be watched. 

Better health conditions have never pre- 
valled in Chicago at this season than at the 
present time. The death rate of the elapsed 
seventeen days of the current month reaches 
the phenomenally low point of 10.48 for 
each thousand of the population, on a per 
annum basis. This is the lowest ever record- 
ed in Chicago at this season and ig 11.4 per 
cent below the July average of the last ten 

ears.

ME OF MEMBERS RISES. 


Problem of Displacing Chairmen 
of Various Committees 
; Agitates House. 


Washington, D. C., July 18.—[Special.j—Is 
it the purpose of Speaker Cannon to punish 
all those Republicans who fought the adop- 
tion of the rules at the beginning of the ses- 
sion through his power to name committees 
of the house? is a question that is being asked 
in Washington. It will be answered soon by 
Mr. Cannon himeelf. The speaker has be- 
gun the task of building the house commit- 
tees, and the list will be announced just be- 
fore adjournment. 

It is known for a certainty that men high 
up in the house organization have told the 
speaker that a serious blunder will be made 
it the heads of the insurgents are placed on 
the block. It has been pointed out to Mr. 
Cannon that to punish all the insurgents, or 
even all their leaders, will have the effect of 
e@gain arousing public opinion on the sub- 
ject of Cannonism and make martyrs of the 
insurgents who are looking for another ex- 
cuse to wage war on the house rules. 


Two Leaders to Be Disciplined. ~ 

The speaker has not disclosed what his 
line of acticn will be. Two Republican in- 
surgents who held important chairmanships 
in the last congress are marked for slaughter. 
One of them is Fowler of New Jersey, chair- 
man of the committee on banking and cur- 
rency, and another is Cooper of Wisconsin 
chairman of the commitiee on insular affairs. 
What the speaker intends to do in the cases 
of Murdock of Kansas, Davis of Minnesota, 
Gardner of Massachusetts, and Norris of 
Nebraska, all of whom fought his program 
bitterly, and all of whom held good assign- 
Ments in the last congress, is not known. 

Most of the insurgents are ignorant as to 
their fate in the matter of committee places. 
This is notably true of Norris, Murdock and 
Davis, all of them fire eaters, and all of 
whom dislike Uncle Joe as cordially as he 

dislikes them. 

While speaker Cannon has not made his in- 
tentions known, it is the general understand- 
ing that the weight of his displeasure over 
the fight on the rules will be felt only by such 
men as Fowler, Cooper, Murdock, Norris 
and Davis, and some entertain the view that 
punishment will be limited to the first three 

named. Gardner of Massachusetts was one 
of the ringleaders in the fight on rules but 


he has been good since then, and has 


been forgiven. 
Speaker Gives Cold Shoulder. 

Uncle“ Joe's feelings toward insurgents 
are such that if he followed his impulses they 
would be assigned to such committees as ven- 
tilation and acoustics, and the disposition 
of useless papers in the executive depart- 
ments. Mr. Cannon, it is said, does not rec- 
ognize any of the insurgents as he passes 
them by. They have ceased to exist so far 
as he is concerned. He is on chummy terms 
with most of the Democrats and on good re- 
lations with all of the regulars, but for in- 
urgent Republicans he has only the glassy 
eye. 

There will be many changes at the head 
of important committees of the house, most 
of them the result of the retirement from 
congress of those who served as chairmen 
in the sixtieth congress. 

Representative Alexander of New York 
will be named as chairman of the commit- 


tee on rivers and harbors, succeeding to the 


vacancy created by the transfer of Theodore 
E. Burton to the senate. Representative 
Parker of New Jersey Is slated for the chair- 
manship of the committee on judiciary, a 
place formerly held by John J. Jenkins of 
Wisconsin, who was défeated. Representa- 
tive Vreeland of New York will succeed Mr. 
Fowler as chairman of the committee on 
banking and currency. Representative Olm- 

sted of Pennsylvania will displace Mr. Cooper 
at the head of the committee on insular 
affairs. Representative Knapp of New York 
is in line for the place at the head of the 
committee on Indian affairs and probably 
will get it. 

Some Places Afford Problem. 


There are two or three chairmanships that 
are giving the speaker a good deal of trouble. 
For example, Representative Wanger of 
Pennsylvania is the ranking member of the 
committee on interstate and foreign com- 
merce and is entitled to the chairmanship 
if traditions of the house are observed. Rep- 
resentative Mann of Illinois is next in line.

The 
duty on scrap iron and steel has been fixed at 
$1 a ton, which is a material reduction from 
the present rate of $4a ton. Importations of 
this material amount to about 44,000 tons 
annually. The duty on steel rails will be 
reduced’ about 50 per cent, and the senate 
rates on wire products, which are generally 
below the Dingley law, will prevall.

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LOOTED CHURCHES AS TRADE 


Parisian Who Ended His Life 
Had Many Rare Antiquities. ' 


LIST OF ROBBERIES LARGE.. 


Police Suspect That Plunder Was In- 
tended for America. 


PARIS, July 18.—A search of the rooms oc- 
cupied by Delaunay, a man suspected of 
planning the recent church and museum rob- 
deries in France, and who yesterday, when 
an attempt was made to arrest him, shot and 
killed Subchief Blot of the detective service 
and mortally wounded M. Blot's secretary, 
M. Nugal, after which he committed suicide, 
has confirmed a suspicion that he was en- 
gaged in the robberies refe to. 

A complete burglar’s outfit was found, and 
a safe discovered to contain two wooden re- 
Hquaries with enamels, twelve superb enam- 
els on copper, six sculptured ivories, twen- 
ty thirteenth century, crucifixes, and other 
valuable antiquities, showing such an expert 
knowledge in their selection that only a 
trained antiquarian could have dictated in 
their choice. 


International Plot Is Suspected. 

The police believe an international or- 
ganization employed Delaunay and his gang 
and that most of their ‘spoil eventually 
reached America. 

A list of the churches robbed during the 
last two years only would be quite long. 

In 1908 the Limoges cathedral was robbed 
of enamels and other valuables, the articles 
taken being worth $30,000. 


Robberies Continued This Year. 

In the same year the churches ot St. Viance 
in Cerreze and St. Vaury in Creuse were 
robbed, and this year a church at Soutar- 
raine, in Creuse, a church at Huriel, and the 
museum at Gueret were also burglarized, in 
all of which robberies Delaunay is believed 
to have participated. 

Three antiquity dealers have been arrested 
as receivers of stolen goods. One of these, a 
man by the name of Chevellard, gave the po- 
lice Delaunay’s address.

BOY SHAH GBTS RECOGNITION 


Formally Acclaimed Persian Sov- 
4 ereign at Teheran. 


HATES TO LEAVE PARENTS, 


At First Declines, but Youthful Ruler 
Finally Yields, 


TBHERAN, Persia, July 18.—The new 
shah, the former Crown Prince Sultan Ah- 
med Mirza, accompanied by his tutor and a 
British and Russian escort, drove this morn- 
ing from the Russian summer legation to the 
Sultanatabad palace. 

As the shah entered the palace the escort 
quitted him at the gate and returned to the 
legation, thus signifying thet his majesty 
re no longer under Anglo-Ruesian protec- 

on. 

A brief ceremony was held at the palace 
at which the regent and the other members 
of the national council formally acekimed 
the new sovereign. The shah appeared nerv- 
dus, but dignified. It is believed that he will 
be sent abroad to study under the supervi- 
sion of a new tutor. 


Affecting Scene at Parting. 

LONDON, July 19.—The Teheran corre- 
spondent of the Times describes the affecting 
scene at the parting of the new shah from 
his parents. Both his mether and father 
broke down at the thought of parting with 
their favorite son and offered their second 
son his place. 

The boy wept bitterly in sympathy with his 
parents and at firat declined to leave his 
mother. Finally, their being in- 
formed that it was the people's wil] and that 
there was no ve, were pereuaded to 
agree to the departure of the youthful shah. 

When the formalities were concluded, the 
boy still continued to weep, and it required 
a stern admonition to the effect that crying 
was not allowed in the Russian legation de- 


| fore he dried his eyes. Then the boy came 


out bravely and proceeded to the palace, 
where his mother ts free to visit him. 


Accepts Position with Philosophy. 

The ex-shah accepts his strange position 
with oriental philosophy and shows no lack 
of personal dignity. He expresses a desire 
to live in the Crimea. 

There is some obscurity, says the Times 
correspondent, about the reasons which in- 
duced Mohammed Ali to abandon the strug- 
gie, but the final result is highly honorable 
to both sides. Much credit is due the Russian 
and British representatives for their firm- 
ness in resisting pressure to call in the Rus- 
sian troops.

Chandler P. Anderson, who hae immediate 
charge of the matter, has been working for 
several months, with the result that before 
Oct. 4 next, the time limit set by the agree- 
ment with Great Britain, this gevernmen re 
will be ready to submit its case with full 
fidence of an ultimate decision in its favor. 

American fishermen for many years have 
made grievous complaints to the atate de- 
partment of the unfriendly attitude and the 
restrictions of the Newfoundland authorities 
with respect to their rights under the origina! 
treaty negotiated between the two tountrics 
as far back as 1682. 

The Newfoundland government has passed 
laws and promulgated regulations which 
have seriously interfered with American fish- 
ermen in securing bait and supplies, and have 
embarrassed them in many other ways, with 
a view, it is believed, of discouraging them 
from fishing in its waters. :

Truce at McKee’s Rocks Pending Ef- 
forts at Settlement. 


Butler, Pa., Ju 18.— Taking the striking: 
employés of the Standard Steel Car company 
by surprise, a detachment of state constabu- 
lary arrived from Punxsutawney late this 
afternoon to guard the company’s property 
at Lyndon. 

The strikers, angered by the appearance of 
the troops, gathered around the plant yard 
and in a clash with the mounted troopers 
one striker was probably: fatally shot and a 
dozen members of the crowd injured, Fifteen 
alleged strike leaders were arrested. 

The entrance of 500 employés of the Stand- 
ard Wheel company into the ranks of the 
2,500 striking men ot the Standard Steel Car 
company makes the situation at Butler omin- 
ous. The wheel company employ és refused 
to report for work today. 

The men on strike are unorganized. Their 
principal contention is that both the car and 
wheel companies are working capacity, but 
refuse to pay wages in proportion to the 
amount of work turned out. 


Truce at McKee’s Rocks. 

Pittsburg, Pa., July. 18.—The. excitement 
which has pervaded McKee’s Rocks and the 
vicinity of the plant of the Preséed Stee! 
Car company for the last week gave way to- 
gay to peace, 

The workingmen’s settlement at Preston 
which for days has had the appearance of an 
intrenched camp thrown up at the gates of 
a barricaded city, was gay with the Sundey 
finery of thé wives and children of the strik- 
ers, who flocked to and from church or 
loftered at play by the river side, Waile the 
men sat at ease on their doorsteps, smoking 
and enjoying impromptu concerts furnished 
by hdrmonicas and accordions. 

On both sides there seemed to be a feel- 
ing that a truce had been declared and that 
if resort was had to violence it would only 
be after the attempt by the Public Defense 
association to compel an arbitration of the 
trouble had failed. 


Unique Move to Settle Strike. 

The move of the association is believed 
to be unique in the annals of labor dis- 
putes. The association seeks to enjoin the 
strikers from trespassing upon, damaging, or 
destroying the property of the company, and 
to enjoin the company from discharging the 
striking employés, or from importing strike 
breakers to take their places. 

The ground taken by the association is that 
inasmuch as the entire expense of the strike 
ts being borne by the taxpayers, they should 
have some say as to Whether the strike con- 
tinne a day or a year. The lawwf the state 
is such that in the event of the plant being 
seriously damaged by the strikers, the loss 
would fall neither on the,company nor on 
the strikers but on the county, which would 
have to reimburse the company for what- 
ever damage it had —

handing out the patronage. 

The additional likelihood that steps will be 
taken to effectually heal the breach which 
has existed between the governor and Speak- 
er Shurtleff for an extended period is ex- 
pected to make a big difference in political 
conditions in the Bleventh and Twelfth con- 
gressional districts, so. that if there is a 
chanee for a practical truce between the 
governor and the speaker the direction in 
which the plum tree will be shaken in north- 
ern Illinois territory may be radically 
changed. 

Eleventh District Fight. 

The Bieventh district, by the way, is get- 
ting excited over the congressional nomina- 
tion of 1910.

Delegate McPheraon of the carriage work- 
ers’ ‘union announced at the meeting of the 
labor federation yestérday that Charles 
Casey, the last of the five members of the 
executive board of that union in the peniten- 
tlary, had been released on parole. 

Efforts had been made by the officers of 
the union and of the federation to obtain 
the’ release of both Gilhooley and Looney at 
the same time that Casey was given his pa- 

role, but the pardon board took the posi- 
bag that the two members of the gang still 

in prison are more guilty than those re- 
leased and that therefore they must serve 
longer terms. 

“T am glad to announce that the last of 
the members of the executive, board of our 
union is now free,” said Delegate McPher- 
son. Charles Casey has been released on 
pa role.“ 


Assails Pardon Board. 

“We still are working for the release of 
Gilhooley and Looney,” said President Fitz- 
patrick. 

„We also are working to expose the un- 
just actions of the pardon board in declar- 
ing Gilhooley and Looney more guilty than 
the five members of the union and that there- 
fore the last two named should serye longer 
terms than the other five. In our opinion 
the pardon board has no authority to take 
such action’ 

Githooley. and Looney, with the five men 
released on parole, were convicted in 1906 
of conspiracy as the outgrowth of a slugging 
perpetrated on Charles Caristrom, a car- 
riage worker, who died from ‘pneumonia 
superinduced by the Injuries he received at 
the hands of the sluggers. The slugging oc- 
curred during a strike of the carriage and 
wagon workers, Carletrom refusing to join 
the ranke of the strikere. 

With the exception of the Shea trial, which 
took place a few months subsequently, the 
Gilhooley conspiracy trial was the longest 
trial in point of time in the ae of the 
courts of Cook county. 


Watching the Courts. 

The federation decided to 2 a complete 
record of judicial decisions in labor cases 
adjudicated in Cook county, injunctions is- 
sued, names of the judges giving the decisions, 
and their political affiliations. 

The action has political signiticance, the 
object of keeping such a record being to en- 
able the officials of the federation and of 
all affiliated labor organizations to guide 
themselves in making political indorsements 
of judicial candidates at elections.

HOW TARIFFS ARE MADE. 

It is the popular impression that a 
tariff ie the slowly worked ott product 
of protracted congressional inquiry and 
matured thought. This impression Is 
confirmed by long and apparently earnest 
senatotiel debates over one or another 
schedule. The people who sat in the sen- 
ate galleries a few weeks ago and lis- 
tened to the elaborate discussion of the 
wool and woolens schedule thought they 
saw how tariffs are made. 

That was a great mistake. The senate 
in adopting the schedule it did merely 
ratified one which had been agreed on 
months before by outside parties. Last 
October east and west met in Chicago. 
The manufacturers of woolen goods of | 
one region and the wool growers of the 
other came together to agree on the wool 
and woolens. duties.of. the tariff law which 
they assumed would be passed the follow- 
ing year. Their conclusion was that the 
Dingley law rates should be reénacted. 
That having been settled, nothing was left 
but to notify congress quietly after it 
should have been elected and had con- 
vened. | : 

The elaborate hearings before the ways 
end means committee were a farce. The 
wool and woolens schedule was then res 
judicata. The senatorial debate was a 
sham fight. As the president of the Na- 
tional Association of Wool Manufactur 
ers says, This entire discussion is un- 
necessary and ebsurd.” After the real 
tariff makers had decided what the duties 
were to be why spend time in talk? 

If the allied eastern and western inter- 
ests had seen fit they could have orm 
dered congress to raise the duties, and 
presumably it would have done so. It 
may be that the public should be thank- 
ful for their moderation. But what ‘a 
legislative mockery it is when a few men 
get together in private, make out tariff 
schedules to suit themselves, aud then 
direct congress: to make it law. Now we 

to understand how tariffs are mado. 


NEW HOUSE NUMBERS. 

It is not surprising that there is some 
objection to changing house numbers to 
conform to new requirements. Where 
people have lived in the same place for 
many years the house number has come 
to have a sentimental value. It seems al- 
most a part of the property. Displayed 
on stationery and calling cards, and fa- 
miliar to friends in the city. and corre- 
spondents outside, it cannot be changed 
without a good deal of confusion and 
need for explanation. 

The adoption of the new system will be 
attended by inevitable inconvenience and 
delay. The delivery of mail and of pack- 
ages by express companies or stores will 
be hindered for a time. There will be 
frequent occasion for impatience and dis- 
content. A city directory which gives a 
residence number after the name of the 
individual and then, in another place, pro- 
vides a key by which another and correct - 
number may be found will be somewhat 
cumbersome and unsatisfactory. 

But all these annoyances will be tem- 
porary. The haphazard plan which hus 
prevailed will be superseded by a system- 


be marked. It will take but a little ex- 
perience to convince every one of the ad- 
vantages of the new as compared with 
the old. The ease with which a residence 
can be located under the “ Philadelphia 
plan used on the south side is recox- 
nized. The new system is a convenient 
modification of this acceptable one. - It 
provides definite numbers, easily remem- 
bered, for certain familiar streets east or 
west, north or south of base lines. Not 
much experience will be needed before 
the approximate location of a given house 
can be told by any one, as is true under 
the “ Philadelphia plan.” 

_The desirability of early conformity is 
The sooner the new numbers 
are placed in position the better for all, 
‘The inconvenience of the individual is 
recognised. The substantial gain for every 
one else outweighs the annoyance occa- 
sioned here and there.

THE BALANCE OF TRADE. 


Chicago, July 14.—{Editor of The Tribune.}—I 
notice that a recent report gives the excess of 
our exports over imports for the period between 
July 1, 1607, and May 31, 1008, as $6,416,963,278, 
and this was referred to as a “ favorable belance 
of trade. Do the countries to which we exported 


our goods owe us thie vast amount? Otherwies, 
how is it a favorable balance? 
F. M. WHEELER. 


The foreign countries in question do 
not owe the United States this vast 
amount,” nor have they paid it in gold, 
and yet accounts are about even. A par: 
of the excess. of shipments of American 
products went to pay the interest on for 
eign capital invested in this country. 
British, investments in the United States 
and Canada aggregate about $5,850,000,- 
000, and German and French mere 
$1,100,000,000. 

Another part of the excess was used up 
in paying ocean freight rates. The car- 
rying trade is in the hands of foreign 
vessel owners. Still another part went 
to pay the expenses of American tourists 
abroad. And still another part served to 
‘pay for American securities which their 
foreign holders sent back here. 

It was taken for granted once that 
when exports exceeded imports, an inflow 
of the precious metals ensued and na- 
tional prosperity was enhanced. Hence 
the expression a “favorable balance ot 
trade.” ‘Today it means little more than 
that exports exceed imports. It does not 


mean that one country is draining other 


countries of the precious metals and is 
getting rich while they are enn im- 
poverished.

It wears well and 
many people purchase it and bleach it on the 
grass, as it is moderate in price.

pail with hay or straw about one to two } 
inches deep; in the center place the fitted 
cardboard and fill the space around outside 
with hay or straw almost to the top of the 
cardboard form. Pack it down hard. 

Take denim or dark calico and make a fit- 
ted lining to the cooker, making the edge the 
size of the candy pail, to which it should be 
neatly tacked. A cylinder of asbestos may 
be put around the pail between cardboard 
form and granite pail and it will assist in 
retaining the heat. Make a thin pillow of hay 
smaller than the candy pail cover, and hav- 
ing asbestos inside the covering, and place 
on top of the pall. To hold the wooden lid 
of the cooker in place tack a narrow board 
across the top and insert common door 
catches in ends which may be secured to the 
staples in the pail when the cooker is in use. 


Care of Wringer.

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LACK OF HORSES 
DELAYS TROOPS 


Artillerymen Sixteen Hours 
Late in Starting on ‘Hike’ 
to Elgin Camp. 


CAVALRY RETURNS HOME 


Churchgoers Watch Heroes of 
the Battle of Plato Swing 
Along the Streets. 


Two hundred artillerymen of the Illinois 
national guard clamored most of Saturday 
afternoon and all of Saturday night for 
enough horses to carry the First artillery out 
to Camp Deneen. There were no steeds in 
Chicago or suburbs for artillery purposes, 
and as a result of the lack of a supply the 
soldiers who handle the big guns were six- 
teen hours late in starting on the forty mile 
overland “ hike to the Elgin camp grounds. 

Not until the First cavalry came 2 
into Jackson boulevard on the grand stand 
stretch of the course into Chicago from Camp 
Deneen did Maj. Oscar P. Yeager, command- 
ing the artillery forces of the state, see a 
chance to move his outfit. He made hasty 
requisition upen the yellow legs, captured 
enough of the state contract horses to equip 
his guns and caissons, and just about noon 
the field pieces went rumbling out of town 
as the cavalry clattered in. 


Lack of Steeds. 

It appears that horses that could be rented 
for the week and were fit for the duty re- 
quired of them are not plentiful, and Maj. 
Yeager was on the point of loading his three 
batteries upon a string of flat cars and moving 
them to Camp Deneen in the old style way 
when the blaring trumpets of Col. Foreman 
returning veterans signaled something doing 
im the horse line. 

The artillery gontingent consists of Bat- 
tery A of Danville, Battery B of 8 
and Battery C of Waukegan, * 
about 450 officers and men. The artillery 
marched out Elgin way over the same road 
which the cavalry had traversed and was 
in camp last night two miles west of Oak 
Park. Brig. Gen. Kittilssen awaited tidings 
of the gunners all morning, and about noon 
received word of the horse difficulty. The 
three batteries will reach Camp Deneen late 
tonight or early tomorrow, it is expected. 

The First cavalry came home in fine shape 
and without a mishap or accident to man or 
borse. Reveille sounded for the troopers at 
the overnight camp near Addison at 4a. m., 
and the pup tents were rolled and on the sad- 
Ales at 5, and at 5:30 the command was on the 
move. 

The regimental band was in waiting at 
‘Halsted street and Jackson boulevard for 
returning heroes and furnished the mart 
thrills for the regiment, which marched di- 
rectly through Jackson boulevard to the 
lake front. Here Col. Foreman dismissed 
the troops. The city organizations continued 
the march to the armory on North Clark 
street. and the four country troops—B of 
Bloomington, C of Springtield, G of Peoria, 
and H of Macomb—were marched directly 
to the railroad stations and boarded trains 
for home. 

Quiet Sunday in Camp. 

The Third brigade at Camp Deneen spent 
a quiet Sunday. Brig. Gen. Kittilesen had 
prescribed no routine of duty for the two reg - 
iments, and the men rested from the all night 
rides which most of them had made Saturday. 
night to get to the Elgin rendezvous.

Channon, had the honors of evening parade, 
which was witnessed by another crowd of

From another source a story was obtained 
to the effect that Mrs. and Miss Menn will 
reach New York on a German boat some 
time thie week and that Dr. Menn may meet 
them in New York, but the statements made 
by persons who know the Menns left this 
in doubt. The doctor and his wife always 
have been of @ retiring disposition and none 
of the neighbors professed to be iftimate 
enough with them to know the details of the 
doctor’s movements. 

It was said he was vastly interested in his 
profession and seldom .alked of other af- 
fairs. A friend of twenty years’ standing, 
who has been im the habit of seeing the doctor 
daily, said nothing ever was said to him by 
the latter about Olga's affair with the baron. 
This friend said he had a telephonic con- 
versation with the doctor after the publica- 
tion of the story in Tus TRIBUNE, but no 
reference was made to the engagement or 
tragedy by Dr. Menn. 


Not Seen at Hospital.
